EARLY DAYkfN ILLINOIS. 


Rev. Luke Hitchcock’s Addresfe at 
the Rock Hirer Conference^ 
Reminiscences of 
Dixon, 


Rev. Doctor Luke Hitchcock at .the 
Rockford confcrenes of the M. E. church 
bad the following til say 
It will be read 
with interest by tht old friends of the 
speaker in Dixon and Lee County. 
After 
preliminary remarks he said: 
I have been eighteen years a presiding 
elder in this conference, having, as such, 
the oversight of all the territory now in 
the conference, and Considerable now out­ 
side of it. 
For twenty years I was con­ 
nected with our Book Concern, aud of­ 
ficially visited all the conferences that 
have grown out of the old Rock River 
Coaference. 
The Rock River Conference 
was organized in a grove near Mount 
Morris, Aug. 26, 1840. 
The territory em­ 
braced included nearly the same portion 
of Illinois it now covers and what is now 
the states, Iowa, Wisconsin, Minnesota 
and the territory of Dakota. 
At the con­ 
ference in 1840, to cover that vast field 
seventy five preachers 
wore stationed, 
leaving ten appointments to be supplied. 
Of those who took work at that coafer* 
ence, as nearly as I can ascertain, only 
ten are living and of that ten I am the 
only one ixmaining in the effective ranks. 
There are now in the same territory ten 
conferences, one the Rock River in Illi­ 
nois, four in Iowa, two in Wisconsin, one 
in Minnesota and two in Dakota. 
In 
this conference there were stationed in 
1886, one thousand one hundred and forty- 
four ministers and two hundred and nine­ 
ty-seven charges' left to be supplied, re­ 
quiring fourteen hundred and forty-one 
ministers to supply the work. 
In 1840 
there were in the Rock River Conference 
coveiing this entire field, six thousand 
one hundred and seventy members. 
In 
18g)6, there were members and probation­ 
ers, one hundred and sixty soven thous­ 
and seven hundred and twenty-nine. 
Of 
these thirty thousand one hundred and 
ninety-four in the Rock River Conference, 
eighty-three thousand two hundred and 
eighty nine in the four conferences in 
Iowa, twenty-seven thousand four hun­ 
dred and seventy-nine in the two confer­ 
ences in Wisconsin, seventeen thousand 
three hundred aud ninety-one in Minne­ 
sota and nine thousand three hundred 
and seventy six in Dakota, showing a net 
gain in the territory embraced in the old 
Rock River Conference of one hundred 
and sixty one thousand fivo hundred and 
fifty-nine. 
In the year 1886 the value of 
the churches and parsonages in the pres­ 
ent Rock River Conference was estima­ 
ted at two rnillion six hundred and seven­ 
ty-nine thousand two hundred and six ty- 
four dollars. 
Consider the difficulties 
under which the early settlers labored. 
At that time there were no railroads, ami 
no immediate 
prospects of any. 
No l 
markets for the products of the country. 
For years the farmer sold his butter for 
five or six cents a pound, eg g s at fonr or 
five cents a dozen, corn and oats at ten 
or twelve cents a bushel-—and yet these 
churches were springing up in every new 
settlement. 
I well remember holding a 
quarterly meeting with you who first o r ­ 
ganized this church in an unfinished build­ 
ing, which I think was afterward finished 
for a store. 
When i first took charge of 
the Dixon circuit, in 183U, we had no 
place in Dixon in which to meet but a 
small unfinished frame school house. 
In 
another part o f the circuit at one of our 
best appointments we worshiped in a 
do u ble lo g cabin 
with a hall in the m id­ 
dle. 
While using a ch air fo ra pulpit I 
sto o d in the ball an d re ached as many us 
I co u ld with my voice through the open 
duois m the room on either side. 
When 
pastor at Ottawa in 1 842 we had no 
church and used a common hail, which 
was also used for various other purposes. 
At one appointment near Ottawa we were 
permitted to occupy a bar-room in a hote 1. 
The bottles were closed in by doors, and 
u*ed the bar fur a pulpit. 
Here we held 
a series of meetings and the landlord and 
his excellent wife were among the con­ 
verts. 
This resulted in closing the bar 
forever so far as they were concerned, and 
some twenty-five or thirty souls found 
the Savior. 
But my experiences were not 
peculiar. 
Others who were scattered 
abroad, preaching to the new settlers, 


were preaching in private dwellings and 
barns and groves, wherever they could 
find shelter from the storms or protection 
from the rays of the sun. 
When I was in 
Dixon the nearest Methodist minister on 
the south was at Ottawa, and on the north 
at Rockford, and we then tried to find 
every settlement between 
the Illinois 
river and Wisconsin. 
At that time the 
Rockford circuit took In nearly ail that Is 
now in Winnebago county and perhaps 
some appointments outside and reported 
one hundred aud eig hty six members. 
Roscoe was then connected with Belvl- 
dere, so that but little timo or attention 
could be g iven to what is now Winneba ­ 
go county, but by the pastor of Rock­ 
ford. 
This was Rev. S. H. Stocking, who 
was so long and favorably known to 
many of you as an able preacher and a 
g enia l Christian 
g entlema n. 
What a 
change has come over Methodism in W in­ 
nebago county! 
In looking over the 
minutes I find myself unable to locate 
many of the a ppointments in this vicinity. 
The time was when I knew nearly every 
prominent settler in your county by name. 
But now I cannot tell, without consulting 
a map, whether ceita in villages are in 
Winnebago county or in some one of the 
counties that join you. 
But I find you 
report in you own city for 1886 member 
and probationers one thousand four hun 
dred and twenty-four and the church 
property value d at one hundred and forty 
seven thousand dollars.

The heig ht o f the vestibule is 
7 times H feet; 7 pediments fo r fig ures 
stand in tho same; 7 chapels surro und 
the cho ir,- the width o f which, liko that 
o f the inner area o f the church is 7 
times 23 feet; the heig ht o f tho aiBlo s 
are 7 times 10 feet, and twice 7 pillars 
ado rn the cho ir. 
In tho aisles are 7 
timo 8 pillars, anil 4 times 7 shafts rise 
alo ng the walls. 
Tho western po rtal 
is 7 times ¡ill fo o t wide, the leng th o f 
the vast building is 7 times 7 6 feet, and 
the heig ht to tho summit o f the prin­ 
cipal to wers was also fixed at 7 times 
7 6 feet The three transverse aisles are 
7 times 15 feet wide. 
No t o nly do es 
the number 7 enter so larg ely into the 
g eneral 
architectural 
arrang ements, 
but also into tho smallest details as tho 
parts o f deco rative wo rk.

c k ro cently patented in France 
is in imitatio n o f a tambo urine, o n tin» 
parchment head o f which is painted a 
circle o f Ho were, co rrespo nding to the 
ho ur fig ures o f o rdinary dials.

aminatio n two bees, o uo larg o and the 
o ther small, are disco vered crawling 
amo ng tho fio wers.

o ug ht to be fo llo wed by railro ads every ­ 
where, vho thcr there is a law o n the 
statute bo o ks requiring it o r no t 
It is 
asto nishing ho w quickly after railro ads 
take ho ld o f any thing in earnest, such 
as car-heating , which many o f them 
havo timo and ag ain declared imprac­ 
ticable witho ut sto ves, they find o ut 
that there uro safe and easy metho ds. 
After a tiino they may find it pro fitable 
to build safe bridg es o f sto ne and iro n, 
wherever such is required, tho ug h it is 
po ssible a g o o d deal o f leg islative pro d- 
ling will bo needed to bring them up 
to this po int.

The na­ 
tio nal idea o f justice is sho wn by tho 
law requiring all debts to be adjusted 
at tho beg inning o f the y ear. 
There­ 
fo re, no o ne g ives himself up to unre­ 
strained enjo y ment o n this day until 
liia acco unts are satisfacto rily arrang ed. 
On this dav, fo r which we had been 
impatiently waiting , we prepared to g o 
every where 
and 
see 
every thing . 
Festive preparatio ns had been g o ing 
o n fo r many day s, such as th » ro ug hly 
reno vating and cleaning ho uso s, plant­ 
ing everg reen and bambo o branches 
alo ng the streets and o n o ither side o f 
tho 
vestibules 
o r do o rway « . 
The 
bakeries were teeming with delicacies. 
Pro fessio nal rice-po unders, with their 
immense mo rtars and pestles, were 
hurry ing fro m ho use to ho use. Flo weis 
and o rnamental shrubs o f exquisite 
varieties were so ld o n every street, and 
sho ps display ed their daiutiest wares 
and to y s. 
An interesting custo m prevails in 
preparing the ho mo feast—to pro vide 
a liberal supply o f fo o d fo r the po o rer 
neig hbo r. Each ho use, to o , must be 
deco rated, which is no t a difficult task 
in this ever-blo o ming land. 
Every 
ho use and street was brilliantly il­ 
luminated fo r tho inaug uratio n o f the 
new y o ar; iu fact, the entire city , bay , 
and adjo ining 
co untry presented a 
brilliancy that wc never saw equaled. 
During the mo rning a Hal » bath-like 
stillness prevails, while Reco unts are 
being adjusted. Indeed, it lui3 been 
said that New Year's day is the o nly 
Sabbath o f Japan. 
Alter that, all is 
astir; every o ne in festive g arments 
and with 
smiling faco 
exchang ing 
po lite g reeting s. 
The Japanese are well trained in tho 
laws o f g o o d breeding , and, in their 
several g rades, seldo m o ffend the rules 
o f etiquette. Acco rding to these rules, 
a jo y o us freedo m is extended to every 
o ne o n this day o f day s. 
Vario us 
sty les o f receptio n-cards are carried 
thro ug h 
the 
streets 
o n 
eleg ant 
lacquered tray s by o bsequio us serv­ 
ants. 
It is the custo m o f Japanese 
merchants to send as g ifts to tho 
families o f their custo mers beautiful 
fans and to y s o f exquisite desig ns. 
One o f the mo st po pular amuse­ 
ments o f tho day is masquerades, iu 
which parents, children, and servants 
delig ht in puzzling o ne ano ther by 
perso nify ing vario us families o f rank. 
Here and there fathers, with the big 
und little l>o y s, are intent upo n tho use 
o f tho to p, w ith which they are very 
expo rt, while g ro ups o f pretty g irls 
and y o ung wo men play merrily with 
battledo re and shuttleco ck. 
At o ne 
timo wo 
were my stified by sweet, 
musical so unds iu the air, resembling 
tho se pro ceeding fro m an Æo lian harp, 
and disco vered that these came fro m a 
g ro at number o f kites fly ing o ver the 
city . 
Our Japanese teacher and inter­ 
preter explained this my stery by sho w­ 
ing us a atrip o f lino bambo o stretched 
acro ss the frame o f tho kite. 
Banquets are spread in the stro o ts 
fo r the po lice, and fo r the benefit o f 
tho se that prefer this repast to the 
mo re private dinner at ho me. Buckets, 
barrels, and po rcelain jars are every ­ 
where o verflo wing 
with new 
saki, 
which every bo dy drinks, and y et, to 
tho credit o f these peo ple, be it said, 
there is little drunkenness. 
Far into 
the nig ht so me relig io us ceremo ny is 
enacted by the head o f each ho use­ 
ho ld, and by the priests in their public 
temples which all evil spirits bro o ding 
abo ut o n wro ng intent are said to be 
exo rcised; and thus the day is ended.

P e t r if ie d lo bsters, clams, turtles, 
j and the liko are fo und in g reat abun­ 
dance in the Santa Catalina Mo untains 
in Arizo na, at a heig ht o f nearly 10,- 
000 feet abo ve the level o f the sea. 
Two s k e l e t o n s 
dug np 
KcVCrnl 
mo nths ag o in a cave near Ornean, in 
Belg ium, appear to belo ng to the o ldest 
race o f which any reco rd exists. These 
prehisto ric individuals were co ntem­ 
po rary with the mammo th, and in­ 
habited the co untry befo re the g reat 
ice ag e. They were sho rt and thick-set, 
with bro ad sho ulders, 
suppo rting a 
lo ng and narro w head, w’ith an ex­ 
tremely lo w fo rehead. 
T he Internatio nal Institute o f Sta­ 
tistics has just had a co nventio n iu 
Ho me, and o ne o f the mo st interest­ 
ing po ints it established is the fact that 
tho death rate in Euro pe lias been 
very much reduced during the past 
century . 
Peo ple are living lo ng er and 
are mo re healthy than they were o ne 
hundred y ears ag o , and this happy re­ 
sult is attributed to the pro g ress o f 
medical science, and especially to tho 
energ etic sanitary measures that have 
been ado pted every where. 
T he particular o ffice o f flies appears 
to Ijq the co nsumptio n o f tho se dead 
and minute animals who so do cay ing 
my riads wo uld o therwise po iso n tho 
air. 
It was a remark o f Linmeus that 
three flies co uld co nsume a dead ho rse 
so o ner than a lio n co uld. He do ubtless 
included the families o f theso three 
flies. 
A sing le fiv, tho naturalist tells 
us, will so metimes 
pro duce 20,000 
larvu\ each o f which, iu a few day s, 
mav bo the parent o f ano ther 20,000, 
ami thus the descendants o f three flies 
will devo ur an animal much larg er 
than a ho rse. 
D r. H ellmann ’s 
researches sho w 
that in Schleswig -Ho lstein, during a 
perio d o f ten y ears, o f all tho building s 
struck by lig htning o nly nino per cent, 
o f tho se with “hard” ro o fing caug ht 
fire, while 68 per cent o f tho se with 
“so ft” ro o fing caug ht fire. 
The risk 
fro m lig htning to churches and bell 
to wers was thirty -nino times, and to 
windmills fifty -two times g reater than 
to o rdinary hard-ro o fed building s. The 
dang er fro m lig htning decreases also 
with the increaso o f the number o f 
ho uses in a g iven district. 
In the rural 
districts o f Prussia the risk is five times 
g reater than in the cities. It was fo und 
that tho g eo lo g ical features o f the 
g ro und had much to do w ith the fre­ 
quency o f lig htning stro kes, fiat and 
mo ist lands, especially with lo am, be­ 
ing mo st expo sed to the deadly thun- 
der-bo lt. 
At a rqpent meeting o f tho Phy sio ­ 
lo g ical So ciety o f Berlin, it was stated 
that w’ho n the bee has filled the cell 
either with pure ho ney o r a mixture o f 
po llen-do ug h and ho ney , and has co m­ 
pleted the lid, a dro p o f fo rmic acid 
o btained fro m 
tho po iso n-bag co n­ 
nected with the sting is added to the 
ho ney by perfo rating the lid with the 
sting . Numero us experiments sho w 
that this fo rmic acid preserves ho ney 
and every o ther so lutio n fro m fermen­ 
tatio n. 
If this be well established, it 
will sho w that the sting and the po iso n 
apparatus o f the bo o has a further pur­ 
po se than that o f a defensive o r o ffens­ 
ive wx*apo n. 
Ano ther interesting fact 
sug g ests itself in co nnectio n with this. 
So far as is kno w’n, mo st o f the insects 
that havo sting ing apparatus similar to 
that o f the bo o are co llecto rs and 
sto rers o f ho ney . 


The Wa rble Fly . 
It is o nly within tho last few mo nths 
that attentio n lias been drawn to the 
g reat lo ss caused to farmers, breeders, 
and g raziers by the depredatio ns o f tho 
warble lly . 
It is mainly duo to Miss 
Orruero d, the ho no rary ento mo lo g ist to 
the Ko val Ag ricultural So ciety o f En­ 
g land—fro m who se repo rt o n the sub­ 
ject w’e derive the facts fo r this articlo 
—that attentio n has l>een called to tho 
matter at all. 
When we state that the 
annual lo ss is estimated at between six 
and seven millio ns sterling , many will 
no do ubt think it is very much exag ­ 
g erated; but if they will pro cure a 
co py o f the repo rt and carefully study 
the fig ures, they will, wo think, co me 
to the co nclusio n that the amo unt is 
rather under than o verestimated. 
The 
fly in appearance is no t uuliko tho co m­ 
mo n bumble-bee, and is abo ut halt an 
inch in leng th. 
The female is pro vided 
with an eg g -lay ing tube (o vipo sito r); 
but it is a mo o t-po int whether she really 
depo sits her eg g s o n the hide o r, by 
means o f the o vipo sito r, pierces the 
skin and leaves the eg g s underneath. 
Fro m the mad way in W’hich the cattle 
g allo p abo ut when the fiv makes its ap­ 
pearance. we are inclined to think she 
ado pts the latter mo de. 
Eg g lay ing 
g enerally takes place during May , 
June, and even duly , but is slig htly 
varied by the weather, o r by the cattle 
being o n hig h o r lo w pastures. 
The 
eg g is o val-sliaped, o f a white co lo r, 
with a small bro wnish lump at o ne end. 
Having safely depo sited its eg g s, the 
fiy ’s missio n is finished. 
Iu a few day s 
the eg g bring s fo rth a small mag g o t, 
which at o nce co mmences to cat its way 
thro ug h the hide to feed o n the juices 
beneath. 
Abo ut Christmas, lumps— 
small at first, but g radually increasing 
in size until they attain that o f a wal­ 
nut—will be seen o n the backs o f tho 
cattle. 
These lumps are caused by tho 
g ro wth o f the mag g o t, which, when 
full g ro wn, is abo ut an inch in leng th 
and o f the thickness o f the tip o f o ne’s 
little ling er. 
Strang e to say , by many 
farmers these lumps—called warble 
lumps—were co nsidered as "sho wing 
that the animal was in g o o d co nditio n, 
and were called “health lumps” o r 
“thriving lumps.” —Ch a m h ers' Jo u r­ 
n a l

Every mo tio n is the result o f y ears o f 
labo r and hard practice. 
A repo rter 
interviewed o ne o f these queens o f the 
air and fo und that her sawdust title 
was no t g ained witho ut co urag e» and 
patience. 
Shesnid: 
“The art o f balancing o n a swing ing 
trapeze is mo re dilficult than active 
g y mnastics. 
I beg an to accusto m my ­ 
self to tho circus ring at 6 y ears o f 
ag e. 
At 7 1 co uld turn baud-spring s. 
My mo ther was a slack-wire walker, 
and her ambitio n was to havo mo fo llo w 
in her fo o tsteps, so to speak. 
So me­ 
ho w 1 had an antipathy to the slack- 
wire, but g radually I was taug ht to 
balance o n it. 
At tho ag o o f 10 I 
co uld do a little walking o n the wire, 
but I alway s kept the wiro swing ing to 
and fro . 
In a few y ears mo re I co uld 
do any thing o n the slack-wire, and 
g rew ambitio us to perfo rm o ther feits. 
I was between 17 and 18 y ens o ld 
when I first ascended to a hig h trapeze 
bar. 
A net-w’o rk was spread under to 
catch me if I fell. 
The mo re I lo o ked 
belo w the mo re certain I became that I 
co uld never g et used to the hig h tra­ 
peze. 
My instructo r sho uted up to mo 
no t to lo o k do wn at all, but to keep my 
ey es fastened o n tho ro pes that sup­ 
po rted the trapeze bar. 
I sho uld have 
kno wn that befo re, because in bal­ 
ancing o n the slack-wire I alway s kept 
my ey es fixed o n a level in fro nt o f me. 
I o bey ed o rders and beg an to try what 
is kno wn as tho simple balance po sitio n. 
I slipped and whirled thro ug h tlm air 
to tho netting belo w. 
I wanted to irivo 
it up then. 
All my ambitio n seemed 
to o o ze o ut o f me. 
But I was made to 
g o rig ht up ag ain and try it o ver. That 
ang ered mo and I became reckless. 
I 
succeeded admirably , and fo und that 
by keeping the bar in mo tio n I co uld 
balance my self much better. 
I fell 
several times, but received no injuries 
o n acco unt o f tho netting belo w. 
Day 
after day I wo uld g o up and wo rk fo ur 
o r five ho urs steadily . 
“After six mo nths I was permitted to 
perfo rm fo r tho public. 
I did no t do 
so many po sitio ns, as wo call them, as- 
I did afterward, but I felt that I sho uld 
be a success. 
I g ained so me applause 
fo r do ing o no o f the easiest feats o n tho 
balancing trapeze, so I co ncluded tho 
easiest and mo st picturesque po sitio ns 
I co uld assume wo uld please the public 
mo re than difficult feats. 
This idea. 
W’as the means o f my attaining g reat 
success and unexpected skill. 
I did 
o nly the mo st g raceful and easy po si­ 
tio ns. 
In several y ears I was at ho me 
o n the bar and g ave up slack-wire 
walking alto g ether. 
Did I ever fall? 
Y'es, buVfo rtunately that nig ht I had 
the net-wo rk to catch me. 
Ho w did I 
fall? 
I was eng ag ed to be married to 
au acro bat and rider, and in a fo o lish 
mo ment I turned my ey es do wn to tho 
ring to see him, and, lo sing my bal­ 
ance, befo re I co uld g rasp the ro pe I 
tumbled o ff very ung racefully and fell 
in a heap o n the netwo rk belo w. 
I am 
married no w, so I see eno ug h o f my

The Sko ng man, the fo rest 
spirit o f Sweden, is like a man, but tall 
as the hig hest tree; he deco y s men into 
tho W’o o d, and, when they have ho pe­ 
lessly lo st their w’ay , and beg in to weep 
fo r fear, leaves them with mo cking 
laug hter. 
Tho co nceptio n is well-nig h 
identical w’ith that fo und amo ng tho 
natives o f the fo resls o f Brazil, allo w­ 
ing w’ith what unifo rmity similar co ndi­ 
tio ns pro duce similar o ffects upo n the 
human mind. 
But the Russian spirits 
Ljeschi (fro m a Po lish wo rd fo r wo o d) . 
are even mo re sig nificant; fo r no t o nly 
are the usual diabo lical attributes as­ 
sig ned to them, such as the leading o f 
men astray o r the sending to them o f 
sickness, but also tho 
co nventio nal 
diabo lical features. 
Their bo dies are 
after the human pattern, but they have 
the ears and ho rns o f g o ats, their feet 
are clo ven, and their fing ers end in 
claws. 
The Russian wo o d spirit is, in 
fact, the devil o f mediaeval imag inatio n 
and no thing else, a fact which stro ng ly 
suppo rts the inference that it is fro m 
tho wo o d and fro m the wind rustling 
o ver the tree-to ps that the idea o f the 
supernatural ag ency o f the devils first 
to o k po ssessio n o f the imag inatio n o f 
mankind. 
It is in no way inco nsistent with this 
theo ry that beside devils o f the fo rest 
there are tho se o f the and the water. 
Tlie co nceptio n is o ne which wo uld 
have met with no barrier to the exten­ 
sio n o f its do minio ns, and the devil o f 
the tree o r fo rest wo uld fro m the fir-t 
bo clo sely asso ciated with, if at all dis­ 
ting uished fro m, the spirit that mo ved 
in the trees and was po werful eno ug h 
to o verturn them. 
In this way the 
wild spirits o f the W’o o ds wo uld pass 
insensibly into tho se spirits o f the air 
which o ur ancesto rs identified with tlie 
Wild Huntsman, and which Eng lish 
peasants still o ften hear when thev 
listen to the 
Whistlers.

Fucts About Ocean Steamship s. 
Mr. John Burns contributes to Go o d 
Wo rd s a p ap er which contains some in­ 
teresting facts with reg ard to the equip ­ 
ment and working of ocean steamship s. 
He beg ins by making a comp arison bo* 
tween tho p ioneer v essels of the Cunnrd 
Line and the latest addition to its fleet. 
The Britannia, built in 1839, took 000 
tons of coal, leav ing Liv erp ool for her 
outward v oy ag e. 
Hlio burned 14 tons 
p er day ; while her steam p ressuro was 
9 p ounds, and her sp eed a litfclo ov er 8 
knots p er hour. 
Tho Etruria, built in 
1885, has av erag ed a sp eed of 18 knots 
in nine consocutiv o v oy ag es between 
Queenstown and New York, which is 
equal to nearly 21 statute miles p er 
hour, or somewhat g reater than tho 
av erag e sp eed of tho ordinary train 
serv ico 011 any railroad in the world. 
Her 
eng ines 
indicate 14,000-horse 
p ower. 
Tho total consump tion of coal 
is 300 tons p er day , or 12 tons p er hour. 
Besides tho coal, 130 g allons of oil are 
used daily for journals, bearing s, etc. 
Her crow is mado up as follows: Tho 
cap tain, 0 officers, surg eon and p urser. 
40 seamon, carp enter and joiner, boat­ 
swain and mate, 2 masters-at-arms, 12 
eng ineers, 112 firemen and trimmers, 
7 2 stewards, 6 stewardesses, 21 cooks, 
bakers, and assistants;in all, 287 hands. 
For a sing le p assag e to the westward, 
the Etruria, with 547 cabin p assen­ 
g ers and a crew’ of 287 p ersons, had, 
when leav ing Liv erp ool, the following 
quantities of p rov isions: 12,.500p ounds

In g roceries alone 
there were ov er 200 different articles, 
including (for the round v oy ag e of 22 
day s) 050 p ounds tea, 1,200 p ounds 
cotlee, 1,600 p ounds white sug ar, 2,8 00 
p ounds moist sug ar, 7 50 p ounds p ulv er­ 
ized sug ar, 1,500 p ounds cheese, 2,000 
p ounds butter, 3,500 p ounds ham, and 
1.000 p ounds bacon. 
The foreg oing 
seem enormous quantities, but v ery 
little was left up on the ship ’s arriv al in 
p ort. 
Tho quantities of wines, sp irits, 
beer, etc., p ut on board for consump - 
tion on the round v oy ag e comp rise 1,- 
100 bottles of champ ag ne, 850 bottles 
claret, 0,000 bottles of ale, 2,500 bottles 
of p orter, 4,500 bottles mineral waters, 
050 bottles of v arious sp irits. 
As re­ 
g ards the consump tion on board the 
Cunard fleet for one y ear, Mr. Burns 
say s: 
“We consume no less than 4.050 
sheep , 1,8 00lambs, and 2,47 4 ox en.”

There was 
much sp eculation in 
Boston, in the sp ring of 1849, as to the 
meaning of an inscrip tion on a p air of 
silv er wine-coolers, p resented by Mrs, 
Harrison Gray Otis to tho landlords of 
the Tremont House, where she had 
boarded die p rev ious winter. 
It rnn 
thus: 
fl. ti. o. 
To turn that bnrfh shall ho tftv on; from him that 
hnth not ahull I».; taken av say own th« t which 
hi* hath. 
This quotation was thus interp reted: 
When II. G. Otis died, somo months 
before, aud left a larg e estate, his 
daug hter-in-law, who had been led to 
ex p ect a g enerous leg acy , receiv ed 
nothing but these win*‘-oooler» , so sho 
said that as II. G. O. had thoug ht best 
to shower his wealth on those that had 
enoug h before, she p referred that the 
tritles he had boqueated her should be 
taken awuv , a* they only reminded her 
of a cruel neg lect." This interp retation 
was not ex actly ccrrect, as Mrs. Otis 
did not comp lain because she (tho 
widow of II. G. O.’s eldest son) was 
disinherited, but she did arsort that her 
father-in-law iirov niled on her, much 
ag ainst her judg ment, to refrain, somo 
y ears p rev iously , from selling a larg o 
amount 
of 
Taunton manufacturing 
stock, which constituted the bulk of 
her p riv ate fortune, as it would hav e 
imp aired the mnrkot v aluo of the stock. 
He thon quietly sold out his own 
shares, the comp any broke, Mr.» . Otis 
lost what sho had, and her husband’» 
brothers, already rich, receiv ed their 
father's larg e estate. 
Public sy mp a­ 
thy was, of course, enlisted in behalf of 
tho desp oiled widow, whose hosp itality 
and g oodness of heart had ev er been 
p rov erbial. 
Mrs. Gerry was a daug hter of the 
v emrablo Charles Thomp son, beore- 
tary of the Kov olutionary Cong ress. 
Sho was ono of tho most eleg ant ami 
accomp lished 
ladies 
of 
her 
day . 
Trained up amidst tho scenes of the 
Dev olution, » ho p ossessed all the en­ 
erg y and firmness of those times. Dur­ 
ing her husband’s absence as Ambassa­ 
dor to France, her house was entered 
by a burg lar, when, animated w ith a 
truo courag e, she seized a p istol and 
encountered him; ho fled before her, 
jump ed from a window, broke his leg , 
and was tnken. 
Her brother, who had 
been in tho sorv ico of the British East 
India Comp any , left her a handsome 
fortune. 
I camo across, a few day s since, a 
letter written 
from Washing ton in 
January , 1819, by the Hon. Elijah H. 
Mills, thou a Honator from Massachu­ 
setts. 
no then wroto: “Yesterday I 
dined with tho French Minister in a 
p arty consisting of alnmt twenty or 
twenty -fiv e, mostly members of Con­ 
g ress. 
Tho dinner was in true French 
sty le, ov erv thirig 
so 
disg uised and 
transformed that no ono knew what to 
ask for, or what was before him; 
whether ham or jelly , mutton chop or 
p udding , no one» could tell until ho had 
p ut his knife into tho dish. 
Tho first 
course consisted almost entirely of cold 
meats, 
in 
v arious 
forms, p ickled, 
hashed, and minced, as well as whole. 
Turkey s without bones, and p udding » 
in tho form of fowls, fresh cod disg uised 
like a salad aud celery liko oy sters, all 
serv ed to ex cite tho wonder and amaze­ 
ment of the g uests. 
It reminded.me 
of an anecdote told by Horace Walp ole 
when g iv ing an account of a dinner of a 
g reat man at w’hich he was p resent. 
He said: ‘Ev ery thing was cold but the 
wator, atul ev ery thing was sour but the 
v ineg ar.’ 
Ex cep ting , 
howev er, the 
p erp lex ity of finding out what was up on 
tho table, I had a v ery p leasant time. 
Mr. and Mrs. de Neuv ille are decidedly 
the most p leasant and the most p op ular 
of the foreig ners residing here. 
Pleas­ 
ant and affable in their dep ortment, 
they take g reat p ains to p lease, and to 
av oid tho ceremony and cold p oliteness 
which disting uish almost all the inter­ 
course which takes p lace hero. 
Al­ 
thoug h of a friv olous nation, they both 
seem v ery considerate and sufficiently 
g rav e, and hav e mucli less of friv olity 
than tho other ministers resident here. 
Their kindness seems unaffected, and 
their p iety , it is said, is equally so. 
In 
tho ev ening there was an immense 
crowd of ladies and g entlemen, their 
house being op en for that p urp ose 
ev ery Haturday ev ening . 
The usual 
insip id interchang e of idle questions 
and needless rep lies, g azing , loung ing , 
card-p lay ing , and dancing occup ied tho 
v arious g roup s, as fancy or cap rice 
mig ht dictate, and the ev ening closed 
with a waltz by tho daug hters of tho 
Hp anish Minister and a few others, 
mostly foreig ners." 
Tom Corwin used to tell in his 
inimitable way a story about a Mr. 
Jones, who was running for Cong ress 
in an Ohio district, and who, while till­ 
ing his round of ap p ointments, made a 
sp eech, at the close of which, by way 
of commending himself to the “bone 
and sinew," the “reg ular sov ereig ns" of 
the country , I10 said that he was a self- 
made man, of “obscure birth and hum­ 
ble orig in;” that, in fact, ho was sp rung 
from “the v ery dreg s of the p eop le." 
“Why , fellow-citizens,” said he, warm­ 
ing up and elev ating his v oice, “my 
p arents were so p oor that when I was 
18 y ears old my mother had to tie me 
to the bedp ost to keep mo from falling 
into the fire whenev er she wont to the 
sp ring for a p ail of water.” Of course 
he intended to say eig hteen months, 
and Mr. Corwin, who was p resent, cried 
out: “Oh Jones, Jones, what a thump ­ 
ing big baby y ou must hav e been!” The 
crowd saw the p oint of the joke, and 
Jones broke down at once, amid their 
jeers.

Loris, Oct 1.—Th e first th ing th at 
occu rred .iter th e G. A. R encampment was 
called to order Friday morning was a vig 
orou s denu nciation by Comrade Beath of th e 
report in a city paper th at h e h ad said th ere 
never was a Democratic commander-in-ch ief 
of th e G. A. R., and never wou ld be. 
He 
said th e statement was an infamou s lie. Com 
rade Tame r was also after th e same paper 
for saying th at h e was knifing Slocu m, anc, 
and th at Tanner’s life was so pleasant since 
th e war th at h e wou ld not h ave h is legs again 
if h e cou ld get th em. All h e h ad to say abou t 
th ese statements was th at th e writers lied. 
The com m ittee on resolutions then rejv ort 
ed a dv ersely V a nderv oort’s resolutions cen 
suring the president for the 
dependent pen 
sions v eto. 
The resolutions are as follows: 
Resolv ed, That while we feel that no body of 
citizens can hav e a more ex alted respect than we 
for the office of president of the United States 
that we hav e manifested that by serv ices and sac 
riflces such as t he world has nev er seen equalled 
—y et this does not obscure our perception of 
blameworthy acts of the incumbent of that bi^h 
position nor depriv e us of the right of criticism 
of our public serv ants, which is one of the dearest 
prerogativ es of American citizenship. 
Resolv ed, That while we recognize that the dis­ 
approv al of any measure presented to him by 
congress is a constitutional prerogativ e of the 
president, to be ex ercised by him according to 
his discretion, y et we can not feel that tills in­ 
v olv es also the priv ilege of going bey ond tho 
bounds of that power to officially insult and slatv 
der the broken-down and needy men to whom the 
nation owes ev ery thing. 
Resolv ed, That the dependent 
pension 
bill 
passed by the Forty -ninth congress and v etoed 
by the president was the least measure of justice 
that could hav e been asked of the nation for the 
men to whom it owes its salv ation; that it did but 
represent a tithe of what w as due to those gallant 
men, and that in refusing to approv e of a bill 
which was asked for by the grateful people, pe­ 
titioned for by hundreds of .thousands of v eterans, 
passed by both houses of congress by an unusual 
majority , and which would hav e rescued thou­ 
sands of deserv ing soldiers that followed the flag 
from the cold charity of the almshouse, the pres­ 
ent incumbent of the office of president has v io­ 
lated the pledge made to the soldiers when they 
flocked to the standard of their country at the 
time of her greatest peril; has thwarted the ex ­ 
pressed will of a grateful people, and has inflicted 
irreparable cruelty upon those who should be the 
objects of the tenderest consideration. 
Vandervoort made an earnest speech in 
favor of a motion h e offered th at th e resolu ­ 
tions be adopted. He declared th at th e veto in 
su ited th e comradesh ip of th e Grand Army, 
and th at th o president sh ou ld be censu red. 
He was sligh tly applau ded, bu t Grosvenor, of 
Oh io, wh o vigorou sly opposed th e resolu tion, 
was frequ ently ch eered. 
He said th e Grand 
Army was greater th an th o president of 
th e United States, and greater th an congress, 
and sh ou ld stand as a mou ntain u pon th e 
plain, regardless of th e coyotes at its feet. 
He was opposed to th e order making plat­ 
forms for political parties, and said all th at 
sh ou ld 1x5 said h ad been pu t in th o pensions 
committee’s report. 
Th o resolu tions wore overwh elmingly de­ 
feated, and th ose advocating a pension to 
Mrs. Logan u nanimou sly adopted. A motion 
to adopt th e minority report of th e pensions 
committee in favor of a service pension bill 
was debated for an h ou r or two by all th e 
leading delegates and finally rejected—17 3 to 
13, and recess was taken for lu nch . 
At 3 p. rn. th e encampment reassembled 
and th e bu siness in order was annou nced to 
be election of officers. 
Gens. Grier, of St. 
Lou is; Slocu m, of New York; Warner, of 
Kansas City; Ju dge Rae, of 
Minneapo­ 
lis, and ex-Governor Anth ony, of 
Kan­ 
sas, were placed in nomination for th e 
office of 
commander-in-ch ief, 
bu t 
Gen. 
W arner’s with drawal wa« annou nced before 
th e calling of th e roll h ad begu n. 
Ju dge Rae 
was elected on th e first ballot, wh ich was as 
follows: Slocu m, 153; Anth ony, 00; Grier, 
18; P.ae, 29+. 
Gen. Sh erman received 1 vote, 
as did also Gen. Warner. 
Rae was escorted 
to th e platform by Anth ony and Grier. 
As 
soon as th e storm of applau se was ‘stilled h e 
made a sh ort speech , th anking th e comrades 
for th e h onor bestowed u pon h im, wh ich h e 
considered equ al to any th at cou ld be given 
an American citizen, and closing with th e 
words: “As th e events of th is year are woven 
as a woof into th e warp of time making th e 
web of Grand Anny h istory, it is my ambi­ 
tion, it will be my pu rpose, it will be my 
h igh est h oj» e th at th ere may be in th at web 
no seam th at will sh ow wh ere you r adminis 
tration ended, Comrade Fairch ild, and mine 
began.” [Ch eers for Rae.] 
Th e ru les were th en su spended and Nelson 
Cole, of Missou ri, was elected senior vice 
commander; ju nior vice commander, « Ju h n 
C. Lineh an, of New Hampsh ire; Gen. L a w 
rence Donah u e, sergeant general,and Rev. Ed­ 
ward Anderson, ch aplain-in-ch ief. Wh en th e 
committee on ru les and regu lations su bmitted 
th eir report,th e proposition to ermblo'a cla ss of 
persons to enter th e order wh o h ad served in 
th e field, bu t h ad never been mu stered into 
th e service, was defeated. 
Th e committee on th e Logan monu ment re­ 
ported recommending th at a fu nd be pro­ 
vided for th e erection of an equ estrian statu e 
at Wash ington.

She and a friend take u p their abode 
in it abont two or three weeks before

Beer 
is brewed and bu ns are made, and all 
the friends on either side are ex ported 
to bu y them, so that there is a long 
su ccession of v isitors to the hou se.

closes by a feast giv en by the bride 
and bridegroom* called tho bidding 
feast, and q u ite distinct from that of 
the wedding.

To ap p reciate the severity of the* cli­ 
mate of Northern Siberia, it is only neces­ 
sary to understand the p ractical p urp ose® 
it is made to serve. 
The entire country 
is use*l as a vast refrigerator in 1 » re.serv- 
ing articles of food. 
One day a traveler, dining at Tomsk 
on a p lump fowl, asked how long the 
bird had l» een killed. 
The landlord evi­ 
dently softened his rep ly as much as p os­ 
sible, knowing the rep ugnance of most 
foreigners to any food not quite fresh. 
“Twomonths only ,” lie said. 
“ Not a 
day more.” 
No p recautions are required for the 
p reservation of 
for it takes care of 
itself. 
Nearly ali butchers kill at the be­ 
ginning of the cold weather a suflic ient 
numlier of animals to furnish p rovisions 
for the entire winter and allow the meat 
to freeze. 
There is no fear of any food 
changing in such a temp erature. 
The 
fish liecome so solid and stiff that they 
are set up on their tails against the walls 
of the markets, be the tail ever so long 
and the fish ever so heavy . 
Often fruits p reserved in ice nro p laced 
up on the table of the Silierian evening 
meal, the method of keep ing them being 
similar to that emp loy ed with meats. As 
soon as the severe cold sets in they are 
exp osed to the air, if p ossible, toward the 
north, where there is no sun to reach 
them; 
they thus become comp letely 
frozen. 
When eaten they are found to have re­ 
tained their flavor marvelously , notwith­ 
standing their change from a frozen 
rigidity to the thawed state necessary for 
use. 
At the moment of Ix'ing served 
they are usually as hard as wood, and, if 
they chance to fall, rattle like « tones 
ujion the floor. 
The heat of the room 
gradually softens them and they assume 
their original form. 
Such a convenient climate ought cer­ 
tainly to simp lify the labors of market- 
inen mid housekeep ers*—Youth’s Com­ 
p anion.
